GUEST EDITORIAL 
By Dick Totten, WA4CFA 

Dick Totten writes: The citizens of the United States are invested 
with certain inalienable rights, one of which is guaranteed by the 
Radio Act of 1934 which gives the public the right to listen to any 
information which is broadcast over the air by any means. The 
Radio Act specifies which information can or cannot be divulged to 
others or used for any profit or gain. 

How then can the California Court of Appeals ban homeowners 
from taping television programs at home on their personal video 
recorders? The Court’s contention is that it is illegal to copy any 
material that is copyrighted. That is true and has been for many 
years but the purposes of the copyright law are to prevent those 
who would pirate written material, musical recordings and 
broadcast material and sell it for profit. From time to time police 
raid and arrest bootleg operators who copy copyrighted music and 
movies and sell them in large quantities. 

The California Appeals Court decision implies that all owners of 
VTR’s, of which there are now 3.5 million and their number in- 
creasing at the rate of one million per year, are busy copying and 
selling taped television shows and movies. 

This ruling seeks to prevent Sony from making home video 
recorders for sale to the general public in addition to banning 
owners from taping television broadcasts. It sounds exactly like the 
original Sony tapes in which the courts tried to prevent Sony from 
manufacturing and selling home video recorders. The original 
Sony lawsuit was filed by Walt Disney Productions et al. 

This case and other cases concerning amateur radio towers and 
antennas and the recently-heard-from TV people on the subject of 
manufacture, sale and use of MDS down converters and satellite 
receiving equipment for intercepting television programs by 
citizens seeking to avoid paying fees, all have a common 
denominator which is the fact that the courts have never heard of 
the Radio Act of 1934 or, if they have, they choose to ignore it. 

How much longer are the citizens of this country going to stand 
still and watch their rights being slowly erodied by the rising tide of 
dollars flowing from corporation coffers for the purpose of getting 
rules, regulations and laws changed in order to insure greater 
profits for themselves???

If you do any listening at all on the HF bands, you don’t have to be 
told about this. It’s a Russian over-the-horizon radar, putting out a 
goodly amount of power and operating on whatever frequency band 
gives best propagation to the area they want coverage for. There’s 
a good chance that this frequency is in a ham band, in fact, in the 
best one for DX. 

The signal is definitely harmful interference. It’s got mucho 
watts — with good propagation is S9 + 40, and it’s usually at least 
S9. Even when the band is completely closed to the USSR area, the 
signal may be S4 to S7 on reflected skip or some other propagation 
mode. 

Also, the pulse is long, about 20 microseconds, so the energy is 
fairly concentrated. Most is in about 50 KHz, but some go out to 150- 
200 KHz. It’s just about impossible to QSY to avoid it. Anyhow, the 
frequency is changed at intervals. Because of the long pulse, an 
ignition noise blanker does nothing to it. 

The repetition rate is slow for radar, about ten pulses per second, 
giving a range capability of about nine thousand miles. This rate is 
too fast for any normal AGC to follow. As a result, it desensitizes 
the receiver. No copy on any normal signal. 

It may be a good radar signal, but it also seems to be fiendishly 
designed to be a good jammer. How come it’s allowed? Well, there 
have been protests — plenty of them. But the Radio Regulations 
have a gray area when it comes to transmissions for ‘‘national 
defense.’’ Anyhow, the protests have done no good. 

What can you do? Well, you might work on a noise blanker. Ham 
dio recently had a good design.

QRP SOLAR POWER 
By Bob Patten, N4BP 

In the caption to our Field Day picture in October “‘Skip’’ (the 
Bashful Perverts), you indicated our 100% solar power effort. This 
was not our initial effort with solar power, but was one of many 
since September 1980. 

In September of 1980, I took delivery of a 1.2a, 18v panel from 
Solec Int’l. of California. Previous to this, an interface box had been 
designed and built which allowed me to begin operation im- 
mediately on receipt of the panel. The box allows for battery 
charging (I use a 80 A/H RV battery) or running the rig directly 
from the panel after regulating its output to 13.6v. The rig in use 
was an Argonaut 509 until August 81. 

Operating directly from the panel, I received my WAS-QRPp on 
May 15, 1981 and my WAC-QRPp on June 16, 1981. The last con- 
tinent confirmed was Asia; this one was tricky but finally worked a 
JA on 15M just before sunset with the Argonaut only able to deliver 
about 1/2W from available sunlight. 

About the first of August this year, I purchased a TS-130V and put 
the Argonaut up for sale. Much to my surprise and delight, the ten 
meter band came alive at the same time. After working some 
choice DX on 10M with the TS-130V at 5W output, I started keeping a 
list of each new country worked. By the end of August, my list had 
reached 73. At that point, I decided to see how long it would take to 
put DXCC in the log. By September 14, my list hit-100 worked on 
solar power (six weeks). 

The QSL’s started rolling in; applied for my DXCC-QRPp on 
September 26 (not all solar). At the present rate of QSL returns, I 
Should be able to apply for DXCC-QRPp (all solar powered) 
sometime in October; as of this writing, have 82 confirmed.

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ANTENNA VICTORY 
By Joel Kandel, KI4T 
Asst. Dir. ARRLS.E. Div. 

Very recently another victory was struck for Amateur Radio 
antennas. In a close call, St. John’s County passed a tower height 
ordinance, but excluded amateur radio towers from compliance. 

The victory was due to amateur awareness, and the ARRL’s 
quick legal response to the situation. Ina five page letter to James 
G. Sisco, St. John’s County Counsel, ARRL attorney Christopher D. 
Imlay presented a very convincing argument as to whjy Amateur 
Radio could not be regulated by local ordinance. He defined 
Amateur Radio stations as ‘‘Federally-licensed instrumentalities 
of interstate commerce, pervasively controlled by the United | 
States Government through the Federal Communications Com- 
mission.”’ 

He went on to point out that tower height was not necessarily a 
factor of safety, and that a higher tower would create less of a 
chance of RF interference with home entertainment equipment. A 
number of precedent cases throughout the country were cited by 
Imlay where the courts ruled in favor of the amateur and where 
“Substantial attorney’s fees were awarded by the court to the 
amateur, to be paid by the municipality.’’ 

The quick action of Ham Robinson, W4ZR, with a phone call to 
Newington, prevented North Florida amateurs from future 
harassment.
